With the arrival of the welcome 
cool air, it was a pleasant mid- 
summer day in the central plains,

90-degree temperatures

reduction in humidity. The torrid 
eastern states can expect similar 
pleasant weather tonight and to- 
morrow, federal forecasters said.

GO's in Chicago early today after a 
week of hot and humid weather. 
The death toll in the eastern 


states mounted 
as temperatures 
soared into the 90's and broke rec- 
ords for the date yesterday. There 
were scores of prostrations. Busi- 
ness establishments in many cities 
closed and sent employees home 
because of the sizzling heat.

According to Director Herman E. 


Lindsey, of the Arkansas 
Slate 
Police, the physical effect is the 
same as if you hit a 
solid ob- 


struction on Ihe highway at 
CO 
miles per hour — anc? the 
odds 


against your gelling out of it un- 
harmed are about t\e same. 
"Al Ihis speed your chances of 
being killed, rather than injured, 
are about eight times greater than 
they would be if your were travel- 
ing at 20 miles per hour, "Direc- 
tor Lindsey said. "Special. studies 
of rural accidents show that the 
higher the speed the greater the 
chances for death in case of 
ac- 
cident." 


Director Lindsey discussed these 
severity rates in connection with 
the Arkansas Stale Police's July 
campaign against excessive speed, 
which is being conducted in coop- 
eration with the National 
Safety 


Council as a part of its continuing. I 
ycar-around program on 
traffic 
safety.

One of Great Human Dramas 
of Our Time, Says Mackenzie

One of the groat human dramas 


o£ our time is the defiance of Rus- 
sia by Marshal Tito, Yugoslav dic- 
:ator, who has been outlawed by 
:he Soviet for pursuing nationalism 
!or his country, contrary to 
the 
policy of the Kremlin which holds 
in effect that sovereignty of Com- 
munist countries rests in Moscow. 


I have an illuminating account of 
this battle from Alex H. Singleton, 
AP correspondent in the Yugoslav 
capital ot Belgrade, and I want to 
present him here as guest colum- 
list. He observes that 
Tito 
has 
turned to the Western powers to 


se the economic pressure being 
applied against him by the Com- 
munist countries of eastern Eu- 
rope, and continues: 


For more than a year Tito has 


withstood Moscow's 
attempts 
to 
bring him to his knees. It is obvi- 
ous that the Kremlin's-brder has 
been to starve him out, and mem- 
bers of the Cominform (Communist 
information bureau)' have<;b'een fol- 
lowing instructions. 


Trade ties have been .cut be- 


tween Yugoslavia and four Comin- 
form countries — Albania, Czecho- 
slovakia, Hungary and Poland. Yu- 
goslav commerce 
with 
Bulgaria 
and Romania is almost dead. Traf- 
fice with Russia has been reduced 
to a trickle, 


Tito's reaction was made clear in 
a speech. He declared that Yugo- 
slavia would trade with the West 
for the things she needs, provided 
no political strings are 
attached. 
Said the marshal: 


"When we sell copper we 
buy 
machines. We do not sell our con- 
sciences or our souls, but just cop- 
per." 


At the same time he announced 


officially that Yugoslavia is look- 
ing for loans. These include $280,- 
000,000 from the International bank. 
Approval could ease a lot of Yugo- 
slavia's economic growing pains. 
Tito also cleared the air a bit on 
a number of political points. 
He 
said Yugoslavia planned to close 
the Greek border "completely" — 
an action which would help his 
country develop friendly relations 
with the West (and would make 
the lot of the Communist guerrillas 
in Greece harder) 


But Tito made it clear Yugosla- 


via never will abandon her claim 
for a slice of Austria's Carinthia or 
relinquish its voice in determining 
the future of independent Trieste, 
On both those points he lined up 
against objectives of the West. 
r Tito was denounced as a Com- 
munist heretic on June 28, 1948. He 
was expelled from the Cominform 
and was accused by Russia ahd 
the Soviet satellites 
of 
pursuing 
"Trotskyite" policies of 
national- 
ism. 


To a world 
impressed by the 
postwar s t e a mroller tactics of 
Russia's military minded diploma- 
cy, there seemed at first glance 
but little chance that Tito 
could 
survive as chief of a Communist 
state. But he is still the head man 


ern world and abandoning princi- 
ples of Marxism. 


Tito's press has blasted back, It 


has retorted repeatedly that Rus- 
sia and the satellite countries do 
not practice what they preach, that 
heir deals with the West have been 
n far greater volume than those 
of Yugoslavia. 


Through it all. Tito has professed 
his allegiance to the cause of com- 
munism. His chief complaint has 
seen that, as it works now, Russia 
wants to run the show and refuses 
other Communist countries "equal 
rights" in determining policy. 
Put it down, perhaps, to the fact 
hat Tito — lone among the Com- 
munist loaders of eastern Europe 
— won his own way to power. The 
rest of them rode in on the backs 
of the Red army. 


Now it looks as though Tito can 
ceep his legs under him so far as 
trade goes It probably will moan 
hat Yugoslavs will have to keep 
their belts tight, but they are a 
:ough race of experienced fighters 
with centuries of warfare for sur- 
vival behind" them. They are not 
frightened by the outcries of any 
of their immediate neighbors. 
It's true that some of the people 
icre do not like the administration. 
It's true, too, that some of them 
would like to be

friendly relations with Russia.
